REMARKS 


During the week ending the 11th January, 
1947 in British India (excluding Bengal Presi- 
dency) and in the Indian States shown in this 
statement, the total numbor of deaths recorded 
in 190 towns having a population of 30,000 and 
over was 8,551, The mid-year estimated 
population of these towns was 21,379,086 and 
the death rate was 20,8 per thousand ot 
population. Birth in the same towns numbered 
15,583 giving a birth rato of 37.9 per thousand 
of the population. In British Tndia alone the 
corresponding birth and death rates were 
38.2 and 20.8 per thousand of the population 
respectively. 

(A) British India.-— Thu following towns in 
British India returned a death rate of 50 or 
over per thousand of the population. 

Rajapalayam (64.1) and Tutieorin (64.0). 

The largest number of deaths in the two 
towns were recorded under ' respiratory 
diseases. In Tutieorin deaths from dysentery 
and diarrhoea too were considerable. 

In 174 towns in British India, there was 
only one death from cholera recorded in 


Darbhanga, and there wore 66 deaths from 
smallpox and 28 deaths from plague. Of the 
deaths from smallpox Ajmer recorded 26 ; 
Patna 8; Delhi city 5; Arntwla and Jhang 
Maghiana 4 each; Nagpur 3 Lyallpur Watara 
and Hyderabad 2 each; Pfcnipat, Ludhiana. 
Lahore, Hialkot, Gujramvala, Sargodka, DIG 
Khan, Darbhanga, Karachi and Boawar one 
each. Of the deaths from plague Benares and 
V chore recorded 6 each ; Poona and Tiruvan- 
namalai 4 each ; Cawnpor© and Jaunpur 3 
each; , Salem and Coimbatore one each, 

^ (B) Indian States.— Amongst the Indian 
States shown in this statement, there was no 
town which had a high death rate of 50 07 - 
over per thousand of the population. 

In 16 towns of the Indian States there were 
3 deaths from smallpox of which 2 were re- 
corded in Jamnagar city and the other in 
Porbandar and 6 deaths from plague of which 
Bangalore city recorded 4 and Mysore city 
2. Cholera was absent during the week.
